Error No. 3. That the Mormons are 
disloyal to the government. 

This is a charge that, in process of 
time, has been made against more 
than one religious denomination, and 
bas a certain degree of plausibility 
from the oft-repeated declaration of 
ecclesiastics and religious enthusi- 
asts, that the laws of are to be 
obeyed rather than the laws of men. 
Add to this the idea of the “ Kingdom 
of God on earth,” which all good 
Christians pray for, and that in 
former times some enthusiasts among 
the Mormons believed (and some, 
perhaps, still believe) that the king- 

om has already come, and the reign 
of the Saints already begun in 
Zion ; fulfilling the prophetic oracles 
of the Book of Daniel and the Revela- 
tions of St. John ; and it will be seen 
upon what theory the Mormons are 
charged with disloyalty to the civil 
authority, especially as itis claimed 
that they are bound to obey the head 
of their Church, just as it has been 
maintained that the Catholics are 
bound to obey the Pope of Rome. 

Accordingly, at an early day in 
Missouri, about the time Governor 
Boggs issued his Herald-like procla- 
mation that all the Mormons should 
be exterminated, when one of the

9 there were troublous times 
in Utah between thirty and forty years 
ago, growing out of a conflict in the 
jurisdiction of the courts. An army 
was sent out by President Buchanan 
in 1857. In the “Mormon war,” I 
believe, nobody was hurt—and Brig- 
ham Young sent out his hosts to meet 
the invaders with the extraordinary 
order that “no blood be shed.” Under 
the excitement many intemperate 
speeches and threats were made by 

igham and others. : 

e “ Mormons” avow their fealty 
to the government under the constitu- 
tion, which they say is of divine 
origin ; and during my seven years in 
Utah there was no attempt, and there 
did not appear to be the slightest dis- 
position to raise an insurrection or 
oppose the execution of the laws by 
force. 

But it is true that from time to 
time tney criticised ee ja es of the 
courts and other Federal officers, 
charging them with violating the law, 
and cruelty and injustice in its ad- 
ministration. For example: 

The Federal judges in Utah a few 
years ago made an extraordinary 
decision in the application of what 
was called Segregation.” The third 
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section of the so-calléd Edmunds Act 
of 1882 makes it an indictable offense 
for 1 mee person to cohabit. with 
more than one woman, and fixes the 
maximum puaishment at a fine of 
$300 and imprisonment for six months.

ist of which is that, if a man had 
n living with two or more wives 
for three years, the period of the 
statute of limitations, the grand jury 
might “segregate,” that is, divide up 
the three years into periods of a year 
a month, a week, or a day each, an 
bring in a separate indictment for 
each of these “ segregated” periods; 
so that the three years being “ segre- 
gated ” into periods of one each, 
the offender, for three years continu- 
ous cohabitation, might be indicted 
1,095 times, with cumulative fines and 
imprisonment amounting to $328,590 
fines and 547 years and six months 
imprisonment. 
his doctrine was applied in many 
cases. The Mormons criticised it as 
contrary to law, and against the 
whole course of judicial decisions, 
in ar cases, both in Eng- 
land and America, and that by a 
sort of judicial legislation, the ju 
sought to punish a man an indefinite 
number of times for one offense in 
violation of the Constitution. But 
the judges gave no heed to these 
“disloyal” complaints and went on 
“segregating”“ until the Supreme 
Court of the United States reversed 
the cases and decided that the Mor- 
mons were right, and the Utah 
judges were wrong.

“Mormon” city on the banks of the 
Mississippi, by a party from the 
office of the Felde Illinois, Jour- 
nal during the summer.

It is quite certain that the in- 
side history of the Mormon’s stay 
at Nauvoo will never be written. 
It ought to be, however, and by a 
dispassionate mind. The site of 
Nauvoo is, to many, orle of the most 
interesting points in the Great Val- 
ley, made 80 by the tragic events of 
the Mormons’ sojourn in [llinois. 
Whether the Mormons did or did 
not merit the treatment they re- 
ceived at the time, and the malig-

afte will known. 
Nor will the line where the crimes 


of the Gentile blacklegs end, and 
those of the persecuted Mormons 
begin, ever be traced. That the 
Mormons were a makeshift for the 
crimes committed by all the thieves, 
vagabonds and cut-throats of the 
country adjacent to Nauvoo, is a 
well known fact. Barring their 
polygamy, there are whitehaired 
men and women in Nauvoo to-day 
who will tell you that the Mormons 
were not so black as they were 
painted.

“Pictures of the Mormon Temple 
are for sale at Nauvoo. The post- 
office building is made of the stones 
that were en from the ruins of 
this house of Mormon worship. On 
the picture is printed: The Nauvoo 
Mormon Temple. The Temple was 
built of light grey limestone; it was 
128 feet long, 88 feet broad, 60 feet 


high, and the top of the tower 200 


feet. It had 30 hewn pilasters which 
cost $3,000 each. The whole cost of 
the building was $1,000,000. The 
baptismal font, supported by twelve 
carved oxen, was in the basement. 
story, and with the oxen, was in- 
tended to be gilded. Corner stone 
laid April 6, 1841. Burned October 
8-9, 1848. Joseph Smith, killed at 
Carthage, June 27, 1844. 

“In the burning of this Temple 
the Mississippi Valley lost a valu- 
able relic. me senseless vandal 
climbed into the tower and set it on 
fire. A ‘senseless vandal’—he may 
have been a religious fanatic.”

WASHINGTON, Wednesday afternoon, Oct. 1L—The President has just signed the 
M’Kinley Tariff Bill.

Rome, Sept. 30.—The naval authorities state that the new type of torpedo, nie 
approved for the use of the Italian navy, is far superior to that possessed by any other 
Power. It is proposed to ask the Chamber to vote a special credit to provide for the oon: 
struction of 5,000 of these formidable engines of war. 

-WasHInaTon, Oct. 1.— Congress adjourned to-day. The House of Representatives, 
previous, agreed with the concurrence of the Senate to a resolution requesting the Presi- 
dent to enter into negotiations with Great Britain and Mexico with a view to preventing 
the entry into the United States of Chinese laborers from Canada and Mexico. 

QuEBEO, Sept. 30.—It is stated in ecclesiastical circles that Monsignor Howley, Pre- 
fect Apostolic of the French shore in Newfoundland, has asked the Pope to-act as ar- 
bitrator between Great Britian and France, for the settlement of the Newfoundland 
fisheries difficulty.

To the believer in the revealed Gospel of these days, there is nothing par- 
ticularly startling i in the announcements made from time time of differ- 
ent prominent individuals uniting themselves with the Roman Catholic 
Church. It is something he expects to see take place, and it only serves 
as an additional evidence that these are days fruitful of events pertaining 
to the human family. The Roman Catholic Church has had a long and 
strange experience. The history of her career is before any one who will 
take the trouble to study it. So also is the history of the various sects 
which have sprung from the mother church. : 
It does not require much argument to show that if the Roman Church 
is without authority from God, that her children cannot possess much 
authority. Hence, in the course of time, it is natural that many of those 
who have wandered away from that Church should return again, especi- 
ally when that which they have wandered after has proven to be wanting 

in many things possessed by the mother church. There is a train of tra- 
dition, a force of worldly power, and so many symbolical rites and im- 
pressive ceremonies in the Catholic Church, that men awed and inter- 
ested associate themselves with it. It stands forth in great contrast to 
the simple, consistent, and powerful teachings of the Gospel of the king- 
dom, and men ambitious of worldly power, lovers of forms, high minded, 
and without the pure knowledge of the truth, are attracted to it. Pos- 
‘sessors of wealth and schemers for influence recognizelits worldly advan- 
‘tage, and cater to it in this and other nations, The sects of the day have

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no more authority than the Roman Church, are not so stable in their doc- 
trines, and are not growing in numbers and power as rapidly. In fact, 
there are many things that tend to induce selfish, ambitious men to leave 
the sectarian denominations and join the great Catholic Church. Men 
want something of what they deem to bea popular and stable character. 
There is a spirit of unrest among them. It is an evidence of a peculiar 
character of the presence in the world of someting better among men 
than what they enjoy. But, blinded by tradition and actuated by pop- 
ular influences, they fail to comprehend that that something better is the 
Everlasting Gospel which has been restored in this age. 

The mission of the Reformers was evidently to open the door of a 
broader liberty to mankind, stimulate individual independence of thought 
and development, and thus prepare the way for the establishment of the 
kingdom and the preaching of the Gospel for a witness before the coming 
of the end. The Reformers did their work nobly and well, and the influ- 
ence of it has been felt throughout the civilized world.

CONFIRMATION OF SCRIPTURE. 


A sola to the San Francisco 
Chronicle from New Haven, Con- 
necticut, contains the following pur- 
ported confirmation of the Scripture 
statements about the standing still of 
the sun in the days of Joshua, and of 
the sun’s shadow going backward in 
the time of Ahaz. The first is to be 
found in Joshua x, 12, 14; the second 


Lieutenant Charles A. L. Totten, 
of Yale faculty, is still pursuing his 
ingenious Biblical studies and now an- 
nounces a fresh result of his investi- 
—— Some time ago he applied 

is mathematical science to the identi- 
fication of Joshua’s long day. This 
time his studies have been directed 
to the only other stoppage of time 
recorded in the Bible, the reversion 
of the sun’s shadow on the dial of 
Ahas. This incident he regards as 
much more notable than the stoppage 
of time at the battle of Beth Horon. 
There, according to the record, the 
sun stood still, or as our modern 
science would put it, the earth stopped 
its revolution. The record in this 
case is that the sun actually went 
back, that is, as could be said now, 
the revolution of the earth was 
reversed. Lieutenant Totten now 
announces that he has fixed the exact 
time of this wonderful event and that 
it fits into the astronomical record. 
The story of this event, which oc- 
curred in the fifteenth year of Heze- 
kiah’s reign, is told in Kings, Chroni- 
cles and Isaiah. In the twentieth | 


chapter of 2 Kings, in the first eleven 
verses the account is found. 

Professor Totten identifies the day 
upon which this happened as the 
1,202,744th from the Wed - 
nesday the eighteenth day of the first 
civil, the seventh sacred month of the 
ye 3203 A.M. He states that the 

iblical elements fix the sun dial in- 
cident at the absolute instant of 
autumn equinox, 2,596 years ago,

nox of September 22nd, 1890. 5 
event took place at high noon of that 
day or about seven and one- min- 
utes’ before twelve o’clockjthat 

This would be just at the time when 
the dial would be watched by a great 
number ple autumnal 

uinox, w mar e beginning 
of a new year, and the exact instant 
that the sun stood squarely at the 
zenith would be looked for with great 
interest in making the reckoning for 
the new year. most interesting 
result of this computation in Professor 
Totten’s eyes is its connection with 
the delay of Joshua at the battle of 
Beth Horon. That he figured out to 
be exactly twenty-three and one-third 
hours long. The stoppage of time at the 
dial of Ahaz was forty minutes, The 
two together made one day, and he 
claims sets the calendar right. The 
moon, though involved in this latter 
incident, was not mentioned because 
she. was just short of her entrance into 
her forth quarter, and was therefore 
at that moment below the eastern 
horizon.

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The Territorial Exposition Building in Salt Lake City is rapidly 
assuming the shape originally designed for it by the architect. There is 
a revelation awaiting those who have not seen it since the fair of a year 
ago. The increased facilities should bring out a big increase in the ex- 
hibits. 


Business in Payson, Utah, is fairly booming. The city contains some 
fifty stores and places of business, and every one seems to be doing a good 
trade. The crops have turned out fine, and are nearly all harvested. One 
farmer harvested 202 bushels of wheat on 2} acres. The schools are all 
running, and are all well patronized. | 

The only agricultural fair held in Idaho commenced in Eagle Rock on 
Thursday, Sept. 11th. Quite a large display of agricultural products were 
on exhibition. Horses from Idaho, Montana, and Utah were entered, 
and the racecourse was a prominent feature. The live stock exhibit was 
the best in many years, and a large number had been entered. A base- 
ball tournament was arranged, two games being played each day. 

It is understood that the contract has been awarded for the construction 
of the new Utah penitentiary buildings, wall, etc. A brick wall enclosing 
about twice as much space as is now embraced with the present outer wall, is 
to be erected outside the present one, and a new residence for the warden 
will be built, The cost of the improvements has been provided _ by an 
appropriation of $90,000. _
